SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


A® Y person who is the sole head of a family, or 
any male over 18 years old, may homestead a 


quarter section of available Dominion land in Mani- 

toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta, The applicant must 

appear in person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 

Sub-Agency for the District. Entry by proxy may 
| be made at any Local Agency on certain conditions 

by father, mother, son, daughter, brother or sister of 
| intending homesteader. 

Duties--Six months’ residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years, A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
ona farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and occu- 
pied by him or his father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister. 

in certain districts a homesteader in good standing 
| may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his home- 


stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties---Must reside upon the homestead or pre- 
emption six months in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time required to earn 
homestead patent’ and cultivate 50 acre extra, 

A homesteader who has exhausted his homesteaa 
right and cannot obtain a pre-emption may enter for 
a purchased homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties--Must reside six months in 
each of three years, cultivate fifty acres and erect a 
house worth $300.00.

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Hudson Bay Company First Work 
the Mines. 


The little town of Nanaimo, which 
has been the storm centre of labor trou- 
bles in British OColumbin, lies on the 
east coast of Vancouver Island, about 
70 miles by water from Victoria, the 
“a city of the Province. 

t is unlike any other town or city 
in the Dominion in physical appear: 
ance. The streets ere narrow, end 
twist end turn up ah and down bill— 
it {s for ell the world a model of a 
North country opr, | town, dumped 
down in this beautiful spot on the 
Pacific Ocean. ; 

The population is nine-tenths old 
country stock from the North of Eng- 
land, big, husky miners, whose fathers 
were miners before them. 

~The mines were worked by the Hud- 
son Bay Co, in the old days, and their 
old, round, whitewashed bastron still 


stands on Front Street, overlooking 
the Bay. 
The Hudson Bay Co. worked the 


mines with Indian labor for the most 
part, and in a very crude manner, for 
fome years, using the product for do- 
mestic purposes. 

An English company purchased the 
mines and brought out a large body 
of English miners from Northumber- 
land and Durham. 

The Nanaimo coalfield area covers 
a space of about twenty square miles, 
the main workings being elong the 
shor’ of the Guif of Georgia, the body 
of water which divides Vancouver 
Tsland from the mainland. 

Some of these workings run far out 
under the Pacifie Ocean, and’the lower 
levels go to a great depth, but they 


are remarkably free from coal gas, 
which is generally so prevalent in coal 
mines of this description. The old 


town of Nanaimo itself is honeycomb- 
ed with tunnel shafts and old disused 


workings, and an occasional  subsi- 
dence occurs to remind the inhabi- 
tants of the dangers amongst which 


they live. 

They are a sturdy bunch of men 
these North country miners or ‘* Geor- 
dies,’? as they are known locally, 
expert in the handling of dynamite, 
with which explosive they have been 
familiar since first entering the mine 
as pit-boys. The United Mine Workers 
of America, a powerful miners’ organi- 
vation fromthe other side of the line, 
are blamed for much of the present 
trouble. 

Most of the mines in the town of 
Nanaimo itself are owned and con- 
trolled by a large San Francisco cor- 
poration, The Western Fuel Company, 
who purchased from the English Com- 
pany at a very low figure, and have 
since taken out an immense quantity 
of the ‘‘black diamond,’’ and from 
which they have reaped some huge 
profits. Soft coal on the Pacific coast 
is as dear as hard coal ‘1 Toronto, de- 
spite the fact that it is there for the 


digging. 
lf there is one man who can com- 
mand the miners’ attention and re- 


spect it is their late member for the 
Legislature, Jimmy Hawthornethwaite, 
who in past years gained a wonderful 
ascendency over them, and whose de- 
parture from their midst they have 
never since ceased to mourn. 

They are no ‘‘respecters of persons’? 
these miners, and the provincial pre- 
mier, Sir Richard McBride, has under- 
gone many a severe heckling at the 
hands of these rough men, and had to 
retire leaving them the field. 

The little village of Cumberland, 
some 50 miles north along the coast, 
is the scene of other conlfields, the 
Dunsmuir Collieries, Limited, owned 
and controlled by the Mackenzie and 


Mann interests. They have also had 
considerable trouble with their em- 
ployes’ from the same causes und 


from the eustom of the mine-operators 
in employing Chinese labor  usder- 
ground contrary to the Provincial Ste 


tutes, which has been a source of 
much  heart-burning amongst the 
miners. 


A New Inerpector. 

Dr. John Waugh, who has been re- 
cently appointed by the Ontario Gov 
ernment chief inspector of publie and 
separate schools for the province, is one 
of the foremost educationnists of the 
Dominion, noted for his scholarship and 
ability and his extensive experience in 
school work, having been for many 
years public school inspector in Onturio

Dr. Waugh comes of good old Scot- 
tish ancestry and was born at Lang- 
holm, Dumfrieshire, Scotland, in 1561, 
He came to Canada when a young man 
and was educated at the Burrie Col- 
legiate Institute and the St. Catharine’s 
Collegiate, the Ottawa Normal School, 
and Toronto University, being the Mu- 
lock scholar in classics and the first 
honor man in Latin and Greek in 1858 
He took his degree of bachelor of 
pedagogy in 1895 and that of doer of 
pedagogy in 1898. He _ was classical 
master at the Orillia High School in 
1898 and filled the positions of head 
master at the Orillia High ‘ehoo), the 
Collingwood and the Brantford High 
Schools and the Whitby Collegiate In- 
stitute before being appointed in- 
spector of public schools for South On- 
tario.

ORDER OF ST. JOHN. 


Which Was Conferred Upon Three 
Canadians the Other Day. 

The Order of St. Jobn of Jerusalem 
had its origin in Jerusalem and Acre 
as an international lay confraternity 
for the relief of crusaders, In 1798 the 
order was expelled from Malta where 
it had later become established, 

After its expulsion from Malta, what 
is now known as the Grand Priory of 
the Order of St. John of Jerusalem 
in England was reconstituted, with the 
ancient gate house in Clerkenwell, 
England, and what remains of the 
ancient pricry of St. John, as its chan- 
cery, A royal charter was granted to 
this reconstituted British order in 1888 
by Queen Victoria, nnd the first grand 
priors were King Edward VII. and the 
present sovereign, while Princess of 
Wales. -'The work of the British order 
consist in the control of St. John’s 
Ambulance Association and Brigade, 
and of the British Ophthalmic Hospi- 
tal of Jerusalem. 

The badge is a Maltese cross of white 
enamel, with a gold or silver lion and 
unicorn in alternate angles, with a 
black watered ribbon. The order is 
open to both sexer, but confers no 
precedence, and is denoted by ne 
initials.

fhe curve of a Jupanese temple roof 
is about as difficult a line to draw as 
man has contrived, but bow the Japa- 
nese artiste themselves succeed so well 
in reproducing it bas never been ex- 
plained. Modern artists and writers 
see in these unique and beautiful 
curves a resemblance to the sagging 
outlines of the primitive tents used 
ages ago by the forefathers of the Jap- 
anese race, who dwelt on the burning 
plains of China, but there does not ap- 
pear to be any evidence to support 
such a conclusion.

| hotch-potch soup, which is mutton 

liquor with chopepd parseley and 
cream; then some salmon with lob- 
ster sauce, or ‘‘a bit o’ white bait’’— 
these merely as aprertizers; the real

Maybe it Was a Quince Eve Ate 
the Garden of Eden. | 
Why and how it has happened that— 
| the apple has been spoken of as the 
fruit that was forbidden in the Garden 
of Eden is one of the great puzzles of 
biblical scholars. The fact is that in 
Genesis fil, where the incident of the 
eating of this fruit of the “tree of 
knowledge of good and evil" is men- 
tioned, no name whatever Is given to 
| that fruit. Ali that is said is: “And 
when the Woman saw that the tree 
was good for food, and that it was 

‘pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to be 

‘desired to make one wise, she took of 

the fruit thereof, and did eat, and gave 
| also unto her husband with her; and 
he did eat.” (Verse 6.) 

In fact, scholars doubt very seriously 
whether it was the apple at all. They 
suggest that all evidence points to it 
having been the quince, the fragrance 
of which was held in the highest 
esteem by the Orientals. Another point 
in favor of the quince is that it is the 
fruit which was sacred to Venus, the 
| goddess of love, and in a great many 
of the ancient writings the quince is 
| very frequently mentioned in this man- 
| ner. In Babylonia Ishtar took the 
place of Venus in the Roman mytho- 
| logy, and it should be remembered that 
the story of the creation originated 
with the Babylonians. All evidence 
seems to point away from the apple 
having been the “forbidden fruit,” and 
toward tbe quince as having been that 
| fruit of the “tree of knowledge of good 

and evil.” —Tit-Bits. |

The most southern point in the 
diocese on the Ottawa valley line will 
be Gracefield and the head of the new 
diocese will be situated in the town of 
Mont Laurier, a place of about 3,000

The following firms in Alberta 
have recently been convicted of 
breaches of the Dominion Seed 
Control Act : Henry Wilson, Ed- 
monton ; J. R. Hamilton & Son, 
Edmonton; J, B, Griffith, Stettler; 
J. Gilliland, Stettler ; R. A, Web- 
ster, 

All the above convictions were 
for selling grain containing nox- 
ious seeds without indicating the 
presence of the same as required 
by Section 6 of the Seed Control 
Act, In addition, J, Gilliland & 
Bros. of Stettler were convicted 
of selling timothy seed containing 
more weed seeds than allowed 
under Section 9 of the Act. 

It is the intention of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture to 
strictly enforce the provisions of 
the Seed Control Act throughout 
the West, and all persons hand-
